It was first mentioned as 
necessary legislation by Walter 
Gordon when he was finance 
minister in Prime Minister 
Pearson’s first cabinet.

FEAR CHAOS 

Many economists fear it 
would mean .currency chaos, 
since all non-Communist cur- 
rencies would be affected. 

If international trade were 
seriously affected, and most 
economists agree this would 
be inevitable, it almost cer- 
tainly would mean a serious 


depression. 
One alternative—which the 
U.S. now is trying—is to 


restore confidence in its cur- 
rency. In essence, however, 
there is little the U.S. can do 
immediately short of assuring 
people it will do ‘all it can to 
maintain the level of its value 
and hope the speculators will 
believe it. 

Another choice, and one 
that has been receiving in- 
creasingly serious study, is to 
create a new international 
backing for the currencies of 
countries involved in interna- 
tional trading. 

The backing basically would 
assess the value of a count- 
ry’s currency in terms of its 
ability to produce and trade 
goods and services: instead of 
relating to gold.

PRAGUE (AP) > President 


Chudik resigned as head of the 
Slovak National Council, appar- 
ently convinced that Novotny 
would not make a_ political 
comeback, 


The 53-year-old member of 
the Communist party presidium 
announced his resignation in a 
letter to the National Council. 
He has been one of Novotny’s 
strongest backers in the Old 
Guard’s fight against the refor- 
mist rebels who took over in 
January, ousting Novotny from 
control of the party but leaving 
him the figurehead presidency. 

About one-third of Czechoslo- 
vakia’s 15,000,000 people are 
Slovaks, and they have been 
pressing for greater autonomy. 
Alexander Dubcek, who  re- 
placed Novotny as party chief 
in January, is a Slovak. 

Chudik has been known as a 
faithful executor of the old 
guard’s centralist policy of giv- 
ing all power to Prague. 

Novotny’s old guard was de- 
nounced before more than 2,000 
cheering students and young 
workers Wednesday night at a 
rally in a Prague ballroom. The 
president was accused of having 
played a key role in the Stalin- 
ist purges in which ; scores of 


persons were put to death and 
thousands jailed. 

Jozef Smrkovsky, a member 
of the party presidium, told the 
audience that Miroslav Ma- 
mula, the-party’s chief of secu- 
rity until last January, now is 
an ordinary factory worker. Ma- 
mula was closely linked with 
Maj.-Gen. Jan Sejna, a sup- 
porter of Novotny who has de- 
fected to the United States. 

Smrkovsky also disclosed that 
the case of former interior min- 
ister Rudolf Barak would be re- 
viewed along with all other 
cases of Communists discred- 
ited under Novotny’s regime. 

Barak, Novotny’s brother-in- 
law, was sentenced in April, 
1962, to 15 years’ imprisonment 
for embezzlement of- state 
funds.

OST OF THE PUNDITS WERE 
half-wrong in their forecasts of 
the New Hampshire presidential 


primaries: Mr. Nixon did sweep the 


Republican Party vote as had been 
expected, but Senator McCarthy 
picked up 42 per cent of the Demo- 
cratic Party vote—as definitely 
had not been expected. The heavy 
vote for the senator, in the face of 
a strong write-in campaign on be- 
half of President Johnson, may 
have demonstrated that the split in 
his party goes down to the roots. 
One mistake which should not 
be made in assessing the New 
Hampshire results is to assume that 
Senator McCarthy’s showing indi- 
cates a strong sentiment against the 
Vietnam war among Americans gen- ‘ 
erally. Of the approximately 160,- 
000 votes ‘cast (106,000 Republican 
and 54,000 Democrat) the senator’s 
share was just under 15 per cent. 
The President doesn’t fare much 
better in the estimation of New 
Hampshire voters, with just over 
16 per cent of the vote. Mr. Nixon 
garnered 50 per cent of the total 
vote and various other conservative 
Democrats and-Republicans the re- 
mainder, which makes it rather evi- 
dent that the over-all result was 
hardly a demand for peace in Viet- 
nam. ; 
Nevertheless, the fact that Sena-_ 
tor McCarthy could take 42 per cent 
of the Democratic votes in a state 


where even the Democrats are by 
long tradition very conservative is 
going to result in some reappraisals 
of President Johnson’s chances of 
winning the’ presidential race next 
November. More than this, Sena- 
tor Kennedy’s second thoughts 
about challenging the President for 
the Democratic nomination (and it 
still must be assumed that Senator 
McCarthy. hasn’t the support to win 
at the Chicago convention in Aug- 
ust) suggest that Mr. Johnson’s 
support in the party is now less 
than anyone had thought. A cool 
and pragmatic politician, Mr. Ken- 
nedy will only challenge the Presi- 
dent if he is reasonably sure of win- 
ning. 

There are 14 more primary elec- 


tions to be held between now and - 


June .11, with Wisconsin next on 
April 2. In most cases the results 
of these elections have relatively 
little significance on the outcome of 
the party nominating conventions in 
the sense of firmly binding delegates 
to one candidate or another. Their 
significance is chiefly psychological 


_and there is no doubt that President 


Johnson was badly wounded by 
Senator McCarthy’s © surprisingly 
good. showing in New Hampshire. 
On the other hand, Mr. Nixon’s suc- 
cess could be the turning point in de- 
ciding Governor Rockefeller against 
Officially becoming a candidate for 
the Republican nomination.

NEWS COLUMNS THESE 
days carry details of student 
riots in the streets of Polish. cities, 
and the fact that such items are 
emanating from behind the once- 
. Solid Iron Curtain is itself news of 
great significance. The reader must 
be struck by the similarity between 
these incidents in Poland and those 
reported from ‘Western countries— 
and the implication is that the same 
forces of youthful dissatisfaction 
and rebellion are operating in Com- 
munist youth as among their coun- 
terparts in the West. 

A decade ago—and exceptions 
were seen in Budapest and Warsaw 
in 1956—street demonstrations in 
the face of official displeasure 
would have been almost unthink- 
able. The hand of the civil and 
military police was heavy, and the 


state-dominated courts dealt harsh- 
ly with any exhibition of anti-gov- 
ernment feeling. While mob violence 
in the streets cannot be condoned as 
the best way to demonstrate po- 
litical -or social convictions — the 
bully-boy gangs of Hitler and Mus- 
solini gave all too clear proof of the 
dangers of this type of activity—it 
can certainly be interpreted as in- 
dicating the existence of a strong 
tide of individual and group senti- 
ment. And this must inspire hope 
that the rigid control of the Com= 
munist state is at last beginning to 
crumble under the force of freer 
thought—that the beliefs of men 
and women, even though they are 
in conflict with the dogma of the 
government in power, are once 
again’ turning to personal freedom 
and independence.

prepared to give. Mrs. Schulberg, 
an actress in her own right, typed 
manuscripts. Together they have 
provided training and incentive for 
people who previously knew only 


hopelessness. And their example has~ 


attracted other gifted people to lead 
workshop drama classes. 

There may be much to be said 
for the committee approach to prob- 
lems: In a large number of cases, 
however, no committee discussion 
can substitute for direct action— 
the kind of action in which a person 
takes off his coat and works at a 
project instead of talking about it. 


What Now, Thoughts of Mao? 


part OF THE PRICE OF LAST 
-_ year’s Red Guard turmoil in 
China is suggested in trade figures 
recently released by the Sino-British 
Trade Council in London. 

Last year, for the first time 
since the Communists assumed con- 
trol of the Republic, Britain had a 
surplus.

Who Should Handle Educational TV? 


N a well-reasoned brief to the stand- 

ing committee on broadcasting, Dr. W. 
C. Lorimer has argued-on_ behalf of | 
Manitoba that-the CBC should be the 
federal agency re- 
sponsible for  educa- 
tional television. This 
is not the view which 

has governed 
Ottawa’s approach to 
the problem. But the 
Positive arguments 
advanced by the 
Manitoba deputy 
minister of education 
are the more per- 
suasive . because the 
dangers of the alternative course have 
been underlined by other evidence 
Submitted to the committee and by 
events outside it. 

The Manitoba department was the 
first provincial body to-venture into this 
field. It did so, of course, in co-operation 
with ‘the CBC which provided physical 
facilities, technicians and administrative 
personnel for the production of pro- 
grams. Manitoba has been responsible 
for program content. Through co-opera- 
ticn with other departments of education, 
it has been possible to bring programs of 
higher quality to a wider audience while 
overcoming some of the provincial 
curricular barriers. 

As an indication of the progress 
achieved, Dr, Lorimer noted that the 
year-round schedule now involves about 
100 productions of half-hour telecasts in 
the period October to May. Manitoba 
looks forward to a progressive expansion , 
of the program with the . ultimate 
objective of extending television time to 
cover the school day. For this a network 


Western 


_devoted exclusively to ETV would be 


required. However, Manitoba is opposed 
on grounds of cost and efficiency to the 
creation of the new agency. As the CBC 
has already amassed ‘‘a vast store of 
knowledge and experience,” Dr. Lorimer 
argues instead that there be created a 
semi-independent educational branch, 
with is own budget, within the existing 
agency. 


Ontario Action 


The Manitoba experience has been 
duplicated in other provinces. Ontario, 
for example, budgetted $1,114,000 for 
educational TV last year and distributed 
about 450 programs. While some prov- 
inces have been eager to move more 
rapidly, it is to be observed that the 
necessary basis for a further advance 
was created without any confrontation 
between Ottawa and the provinces ove; 
the. question of jurisidiction. This 
developed only with the move to create 
by federal legislation a separate agency 
for ETV. Unfortunately but not sur- 
prisingly, what was originally a rather 
harrow conflict has assimed dangerous 
“dimensions, 

Any act to create a special agency for 
educational television must begin by 
delimiting -the field, What is proper for 
the new authority and what should be 
left to the CBC or private broadcasters? 
But education is not easily defined. In the 
draft bill submitted to the committe? as 
a basis for study, Miss LaMarsh offers 
not a definition but a description of 
educational programs. For example, they 
must be designed to provide ‘‘a 
continuity of program content aimed at 
the systematic acquisition or improve- 
ment of knowledge.’’ Further, this must 
be capable of supervision through 
registration or. enrolmént, granting of 
credits, examination and so on. 


Protest Limitation ; 


Numerous witnesses before the com- 
mittee have objected to this limitation of 
the subject matter. They have argued 
that ETV should be given a definition 
wide enough to {fnclude “enrichment” 
programs, “general cultural and infor. 
mational programming as well as 
instructional material.”” Dr. Lorimer 
himself appeared to share this view and 
Mr. Jamieson, a former president of ‘the 
Canadian Association of Broadcasters 
expressed doubt that it would be possible 
to find a generally acceptable definition. 

It is natural that educators should be 


reluctant-_to__endorse an artificially - 


limited concept of education. 


a 


But the wider the definition, the more 
concern: there is bound to be in the 
province which has shown the greatest 
sensitivity in the matter — Quebee. 

Mr. Daniel Johnson’s announcement 
that Quebec is moving into the broad- 
casting field was not a bolt from the 
blue. The fact is that his predecessor, 
Mr. Maurice Duplessis, as far back as 
1945, secured the passage of legislation 
establishing a ‘Quebec radio bureau.” 
This was never more than a gesture 
because the fdérmer Quebec premier 
knew better than to challenge a federal 
jurisdiction upheld by the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council. (In 
Quebec nationalist mythology, the Privy 
Council is held up as an example of an 
impartial tribunal, in alleged contrast to 


the Supreme Court of Canada.) 


The bureau did nothing except to 
express symbolically Quebec’s protest. 
In these circumstances national tele- 
vision was free to develop. The CBC, 
without attempting to draw an artificial 
distinction between education and 
culture, cooperated with interested 
provincial bodies in the development of 
educational television programs. i 

But now what is happening? By. her 
attempt to remove the CBC from the 
ficld and to set up a special federal 


agency for the development and oper- 
ation of an ETV system, Miss LaMarsh 
has given the Quebec government an 
excuse for intervention. There is not the 
caution in Quebec City that there was 
during the Duplessis dictatorship. Mr. 
Johnson has protested vehemently, ds 
was to be expected, but he has also 
moved to block the federal “invasion.” 

The significant point, however, is that 
the Johnson government is not fretting 
about ‘definitions. According to one 
spokesman, quoted by The Globe and 
Mail, the promised legislation will not 
merely bar the operations of the federal 
agency; it will also facilitate Quebec’s 
entry into ‘the general broadcasting field. 
Mr. Guy Guerin, a Montreal judge 
named to head “‘Radio Quebec,” says 
that “the purpose is clear: to promote 
education and culture.” 

This sounds distinctly like a threat to 
the CBC, which has been given a new 
mandate in the cultural field. It might 
have been averted-if the corporation had 
been permitted to continue along the 
lines suggested by Dr. Lorimer, For 
other reasons, including the very 
important consideration that a duplica- 
tion of agencies is bound to result in 
increased costs, that still appears the 
best course for Parliament.

Tough Talk 
On Vietnam

CORE one point for each side in Mon- 
day’s clash on Vietnam policy between 
the secretary of state, Dean Rusk, and 
his critics on the sen: 


s8ession. 
“avoided such encounters for more than 
two years, due to administration fears 
that they would only provide public 
forums for hostile questions and position 
statements by the chairman, Sen. J. W. 


Mr. Rusk need not have worried, Mr. 
Fulbright, Mr, Morse and other.commit- 
tee -members did use the occasion for 
strong, even bitter declarations. But Mr. 
Rusk handled the situation expertly with 
a fluent defence of President Johnson's 
Policy, which he administers. 

But what. he failed to do — in the 
Process giving the. other side an 
important point by default — was to 
display any sensitivity to the dissension 
which is rocking the country and is 
reflected in the attitudes of a majority of 
foreign relations-committee members. 


Specifically, he failed to assure the . 


committee that Congress _ would - be 
consulted before further major decisions 
_were made on. pursuit of the Vietnam 


war. 


Decisions in Offing 


Such decisions are In the offing. A full- 
scale re-examination of the © war's 
conduct is under way within the 
administration, set off by the setbacks 
suffered in the recent Tet offensive and 
by the U.S. commander’s subsequent 
Tequest for huge U.S. reinforcements, 
The commander, Gen. William West- 
moreland, is reported to have asked for 
as many as 206,000 new troops — an 
increase of 40 per cent. 

A startling outburst on the floor of the 
Senate last Thursday served notice of 
the deep political concern over impend- 
ing events. Senator after Senator rose 
with impassioned demands that Con- 
gress, for a change, be involved in 
discussions before rather than after the 
next escalation decision is made. 

Frustration in the Senate reflects a 
growing national malaise. As Sen. 


Public Fears Ignored 


Mr. Rusk ‘did little to acknowledge the 
very real public fears which the senators 
represented. But-it-is to be hoped that 
the administration got the message: If 
President Johnson presents the Congress 
with one more fait accompli in the form 
of a major escalation of the Vietnam 
war, there is no telling how much the 
already poisoned atmosphere in this 
country will be worsened. The time has 
come for national decisions to replace 
those of one man. 

But if Mr, Rusk provided little 
reassurance on this point, he did provide 
an excellent summary of ‘the facts which 
the administration believes should most 
strongly influence whatever decisions are 
marie, : 

He was stronger than ever before in 
declaring that the United States was 
acting in the administration's concept of 
the country’s national interest, and not 
out of any altruism. “Our treaties,” he 
said, referring chiefly to the South East 
Asia treaty, “‘are not philanthropic — 
they ate necessary to the defence of the 
United States.” 

Although the main U.S. effort is in 
South Vietnam; he-said, the war there is 
only one aspect of what is really a South 
East Asian problem, which in turn is an 
‘aspect.of the basic problem of organizing 
peace in the world. 


Not Just Patriotic 


And if North Vietnam’s Ho Chi Minh 


is really just acting as a patriotic 
Vietnamese nationalist, Mr. Rusk asked, 
why are there 40,000 North Vietnamese 
troops in Laos? Why are North Viet- 
namese-trained guerrillas fighting’ 
against Thalland? And why are siill 
other Communistled guerrillas  infil- 
trating Cambodia and Burma? 

To Mr. Rusk, what is happening in 
South East Asia is the result of an 
“appetite” on the part of Hanoi's 
leaders, one which cannot be allowed to 
be satisfied: That appetite in turn is part 
of the over-all Communist pursuit of 
world-wide revolution. But it must be 
resisted. : 

The Truman and Eisenhower admini- 
strations devised their world-wide de- 
fence treaties with that in mind, Mr. 
Rusk said, “I seriously worry. what 
would happen to the peace of the world 
of the fidelity of our treaties is 
questioned.” 

This is tough talk, and suggests tough 
decisions forthcoming from the admini- 


stration, Few senators would disagree 


with the intended nobility of overall U.S, 
policy.

LONDON — One rea- 
son for the resumption 
of student demonstra= 
tions and police retalia- 
tion in Warsaw must be 
the extraordinarily clum- 
sy treatment of the dis- 
turbances by the Polish 
press.

» Warsaw paper last week- 
end attributed the 
trouble to “banana 
youth”, the children of 
well-to-do parents — and 
this week the official 

Communist party paper, 
Trybuna Ludu, made 
matters -worse. with a 
commentary which pro- 
voked the young people 
into burning the paper 
in the streets. 

Trybuna Ludu described the 
demonstrations as “brawls” 
instigated by a group. of 
political bankrupts of various 
sorts who had tried to lure 
into their ‘net young people 
who-were “unfortunately dis- 
oriented by whispers and 
unfounded rumors.” 

The scale of student support 
for the demonstrations sug- 
gests that either these ‘‘politi- 
cal bankrupts” have a power- 
ful influence on the universi- 
ties, or that the student body 
is uncommonly gullible, 

Certainly antisCommunist 
elements in Warsaw would 
make every effort_to exploit 
the student movement for 
their own ends. But this 
proves nothing. 

Certainly, too, the student 
protests are politically moti- 
vated because they have no

other means of expressing 
political dissent. 

Trybuna Ludu_ identified 
some of the ‘“hotheaded 
troublemakers” who had been 
active at the university for 
some time, and the list reads 
like an extract from some 
Communist ‘‘Who’s Who.” 

In included Ewa Zarzycka, 
whose father was the mayor 
of Warsaw until the end of 
last year, and Katarzyna 
Werfel, the daughter of a 
chief editor of a number of 
party-sponsored magazines..+It 
is believed that the offspring 
of even more important party 
leaders are involved in the 
protest movement. 

Ludu found it 
“astonishing” that children of 
parents who occupied respon- 
sible positions in the country’s 


life had taken part in these 
“brawls.”" 

Yet there are people on the 
staff of the paper who, given 
half a chance, would shout the 
same slogans that the 
students are shouting, and 
would write leading articles. to 
support them. The. Prague 
journalists who are today the 
spearhead of the reform 
movement. were writing 
articles. only a few months 
ago which faithfully reflected 
the party line as it then was. 
The Polish students today are 
behaving in much the same 
way as Prague students were 
a few months ago. 

It was because the Prague 
police -beat up the demon- 
strators that the student 
movement’ grew far beyond

Next Three Weeks Crucial 
For Leadership Candidates

OTTAWA — Three weeks from today 2,476 
Liberal delegates will meet here to decide, in 
three days, who shall be the new party leader 
and prime minister. 

These three weeks will be crucial’ to the 
outcome of the three days. As this week 
started, insiders reported 
that up fo 40 per cent of 
the delegated were still 
uncomm itted—and the 
candidates were all doing 
their utmost to correct this 
situation. 

Cabinet minister c an- 
didates, constrained ‘to 
Commons _ sittings 
five days a week, are using 
private aircraft, including 4 
fast twin jets, to campaign Waring 
out of Ottawa on Wednesday evenings and 
from 6 p.m. Friday to 2:30 p.m. Monday. 
These excursions are to meet, impress, charm 
and_win over delegates. : 

x * * 

In Ottawa these ministers spend much of 
their time on the long distance telephone 
calling delegates for votes and key organizers 
for greater efforts. Their headquarters staffs 
are working seven days a week towards the 
same goals. 

Earlier in the campaign the emphasis was 
on ensuring the election by Liberal riding 
associations of slates of delegates that would 
favor the candidate. Insiders report bitter 
battles fought by only one rule: the end 
justifies the means. 

The means most commonly employed was 
rounding up bodies to pack meetings and elect 
delegates pledged to vote for the candidate 


whose organizers did the packing. When word 
spread that John Turner’s people were 
bringing in 150 Indians to vote for Turner 
delegates at the Liberal meeting in Selkirk, 
Man., Paul Martin’s people stole the show— 
and the delegate votes—by packing 300 
Ukrainians in on top of Turner’s Indians. 
* * * * 

Similarly in London, where Paul Hellyer's 
operators thought they had enough support to 
deliver all 23 delegates to the transport minis- 
ter, Martin people claim they so clobbered the 
Hellyerites that Martin will get 18 London votes 
and Hellyer only three. 

Winning over delegates who are either 
uncommitted or who favor an adversary 
requires a little more finesse and a lot more 
effort. 

As soon as Parliament recesses, at least 
one candidate plans to despatch flying squads 
of parliamentary supporters to cities where 
delegates can still be harvested..On arrival by 
private aircraft the MPs will disperse to hunt 
down delegates and give them the hard sell, 
then back to the plane for a takeoff to the next 
city. 

* * * 

But the great worry is the quality of 
support. Delegates switch allegiances. They 
may even tell each candidate they are for him. 
Martin’s people count more than 700 first 
ballot pledges. But Hellyer’s people say they 
have 600, and Pierre Elliott Trudeau’s troops 
report 500. That’s a total of 1800, leaving only 
600-odd for the rest of the candidates. Someone 
obviously is being fitted for George Hees’ 
shoes: lots of pledges, but not many votes. The 
problem for each candidate is to make sure it 
is someone else. 


The Quiet-Looking Ponds 
Humming Under the Surface

At this time of year a pond shelters an 
active community of living creatures. All 
winter long its dark waters have appeared 
lifeless but even during 
their period of apparent 
rest the thread of life has 
remained unbroken; eggs, 
spores and other resting 
forms have remained dor- 
mant awaiting the oppor- 
tune time to recommence 
their life cycle. 

‘Some species in fact 
remain active during this 
time when most organisms 
are quiescent. Fairy 
shrimps, for example, hatch some time after 
the fall rains have filled the hollow, the hard- 
covered eggs having survived the drought of 
the late summer months. The almost 
transparent young pass unnoticed for the first 
few months of life, their world being further 
isolated occasionally by a covering of ice. By 
early spring they are almost full grown, 
revealing themselves as inch-long creatures of 
grace and beauty and earning the name 
“fairy” because of their, fragile appearance. 

« * * 

A. close look shows many pairs of paddle- 
like legs which move in waves to push the 
crustacean through the water and the: bulging 
eyes which mark the front end. Most 
remarkable is the fact that the creature swims 
upside down, a habit which apparently enables 
it to more éasily draw in food material from 
the surface of the water beneath which it often 
swims, In time eggs will develop in a sac 
attached near the tail of the females and these 
will be released when the bearer dies at the 
end of its cycle. 

Also as “hold-overs” from the previous 
season are several kinds of insect larvae, 
particularly in ponds which contain- water all 
year round. In such habitats nymphs of 
dragonflies and “worms” of caddis-flies live 
through the winter showing little activity 


during the colder periods but ready to resume 
growth and development as soon as the water 
warms in the spring. The former are “‘leggy’’ 
creatures with a heavy-set body and a 
grotesque expression on the ‘“‘face’” — the 
result of a peculiar development of the lower 
jaw into a hinged structure which can be shot 
out to capture prey. In the resting stage it 
folds under the chin, covering part of the head 
like a mask. 

The caddis-fly larvae are easily overlooked 
unless they are moving because each one is 
encased in a tube made of debris, bits of wood, 
fragments of fir needles, grains of sand or any 
similar material that happens to be available 
all cemented together to form a hollow 
cylinder-in which the insect lives. When not 
being pulled around by its inmate these small 
structures appear to be just another piece of 
trash on the bottom of the pond. 

* * * 

When these two very different kinds of 
insects mature later on in the season they 
transform to the adult stage. and each goés its 
separate way. The process differs somewhat in 
each case, The dragonfly nymph struggles 
through the trash accumulated at the pond’s 
edge and hauls itself clear of the water or else 
laboriously climbs the stalk of ah emergent 
water plant to sit in the sun and dry off. Soon 
a split occurs along the mid-line of the back of 
the old skin and through this opening the adult 


useable the insect‘ takes off. 

The emergence of the caddis-fly is no less 
dramatic. The larva transforms into the adult 
while sealed within its tube and resting at the 
bottom of the pond. It breaks open the 
temporary plug which closes the entrance, 
quickly rises to the surface and takes wing as 
a moth-like creature, the “sedge fly’ of the 
angler. j

living conditions, to demand 
the release of the arrested 
students, the investigation of 
the police methods, the 
punishment of those guilty, 
and. the correction by the 
press of the lies it had 
published ‘about the demon- 
stration. 

In Prague,. too, there were 
accusations about the politi- 
cally ulterior motives of the 
demonstrators. The Prague 
students threatened further 
demonstrations unless their 
demands were met, and a 
"battle royal was fought in the 
political leadership. between 
those who wanted to make 
concessions to the students, 
and the conservatives who 
feared that this would be the 
last straw. 


They were right. The con- 


cessions were made, further 
trouble was avoided — but the 
position of the progressives 
both in the leadership and 
among the students was 
greatly strengthened. Among 
the students it promoted 
further political ferment, and 
in the leadership it gave a 
tactical advantage to the 
radicals in the struggle to get 
President Antonin Novotny 
out of the post of. party 
secretary. 

This is not to suggest that 
the events need take the same 
course in Poland. The basic 
political factors in Poland and 
Czechoslovakia are quite dif- 
ferent, but,..what the two 
countries do have in common 
is the profound discontent of 
the populace with the rulers. 

It ‘is because the party in 
Poland has fought shy of 
serious political discussion 
that the reform movement 
has found its strongest 
expression in the universities, 
which were training the new 
generation of leaders. 


Appealing 

The demands of Communist 
reformers everywhere, 
undoubtedly widely appealing 
in. Poland. Polish reformers 
insist on the perpetuation of 
the “socialist system,” but 
also deplore the, party’s con- 
flicts with Cardinal Sysznski, 
which, they say, were inter- 
preted by the faithful — “‘the 
vast majority of the working 
class’ — as an attack on the 
church in general. 

This is the general back- 
ground of the students’ move- 
ment, though it would be 
wrong to say that the current 
demonstrations are directly 
concerned with specific 
demands of this kind. But the 
shouts of “freedom” and 
“democracy” speak for them- 
selves, 

Also, as in Czechoslovakia, 
the student unrest is directly 
linked with the writer’s. pro- 
tests against the censorship. 
The first student demonstra- 
tions at the end of January 
against the banning of the 
19th century classic play 
“Dziady” was followed by a 
meeting of the . Warsaw 
Writers Union which passed a 
resolution expressly support- 
ing the student protest, in 
spite of strenuous efforts by 
party officials to prevent this. 


3,500 Signed 


The writers were fortified 
in their determination by a 


petition to the Sejm (Polish- 


parliament) signed by some 


The present series of 
student demonstrations began 
with the demand for the 
reinstatement of Henryk 
Szleifer, the son of a man who 
is employed by the regime as 
a censor. The censor’s son 
was expelled from the univer- 
sity after a demonstration 
held at the end of January to 


arrested during the. past 
weekend, three have been 
senteneed to six months 
imprisonment, and one to four 
months, These sentences 
Played no small part in 
provoking this week's demon- 
strations. ; 

Will the authorities relent — 
and make. concessions ~ that 
will encourage the demonstra- 
tors to press their demands 
even more strongly, or will 
they stand firm and risk 
further disturbances? It is' a 
dilemma as old as the inter- 
play of dictatorship and 
democracy.

There is a great need for 
adults to come up with ways 
to help youngsters take on 
leadership roles, in ways that 
will enable them to grow into 
responsible’ adults. Perhaps a 
student union, such as 
Sweden's, would be useful 


Teachers have to involve 
students more actively in 
daily classroom life, from 
helping set class policies, to 
learning how to evaluate their 
own efforts. 

This doésn’t mean that 
teachers stop teaching; it 
means instead a new role for 
teachers — not. as domineer- 
ing managers, but as aides, 
resource people. This is a 
much harder, much more 
subtle kind of teaching. 


At home, children can be 
encouraged to many and 
different leadership roles, 
depending on their age and 
ability — from washing their 
own socks to planning the 
family dinner.

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South Africa Defies UN 
Over Mandated Territory 


CAPETOWN — The 
South African govern- 
ment has told the United 
Nations that South Africa 
will .continue to combat 
terrorist-activities by ap- 
propriate measures, “at 
Jeast until the. current 
political and social tur- 
moil in Africa has abated 
and had made way for 
greater stability”. 

This_statement; contained in 
a 54page letter by South 
African. Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Dr: Hilgard Muller to 
the UN Secretary-General U 
Thant rejects the strong. prés- 
sure which the UN has been 
exerting .on Prime Minister 
Vorster’s government to with- 
draw the recent terrorist trial 
in. Pretoria. 


Caradon, warned the UN 
against exceeding its own 
capacities in trying to free the 
terrorists. He said: “We 
would be ‘guilty of raising 
hopes we cannot fulfil.” | 


Only Way 


India’s Ambassador, Gopa- 
laswami Parthasarathi, how- 
ever, called on the Security 
Council to invoke. sanctions 
against South Africa as the 
only way to obtain the release 
of the imprisoned~ South-West 
Africans, and the Brazilian 
Ambassador, Geraldo de Var- 
halho Silos, supported the call 
for “bold and effective” 
action to free the men. 

The terrorist trial was 
brought to an end with the 
conviction of 33 Africans. 
Nineteen were sentenced to 
Jife imprisonment, nine to 20 
years’ imprisonment, and two 
to five year’s imprisonment, 
all for terrorism. Three 
others, who pleaded guilty to 
alternative charges under the 
Supression of Communism 
Act, were given suspended 
five-year sentences. 

Another trial is being pre- 
pared now, with at least six 
Africans as the accused. If 
more terrorists are captured 
before this trial begins, they 
will be added to the list.

In fact, the judge 
announced in advance that 
he would not impose the 
death. sentence, but he added 
that in- future the courts 
would not necessarily hesitate 
to impose the death penalty. 

Denying. that he had been 
dissuaded from passing the 
death sentence by interna- 
tional pressure, the judge 
Said: ‘Persons who let them- 
selves be trained as terrorists 
with the purpose of over- 
throwing the authority of the

“Wists 


The South African Govern- 
ment intends; therefore, to 
continue apprehending terror- 
ists and bringing them to 
trial, regardless of the dis- 
puted. status of South-West 
Africa, and of protests at the 
UN. 

The South African Govern- 
ment will ignore, too, the 
General Assembly resolution 
of October 27 last year 
purporting to “revoke” South 
Africa’s mandate over South- 
West Africa. It regards this 
resolution as invalid. 

In his letter to U Thant, Dr. 
MuHer stated: “Being respon- 
sible for the welfare of all the 
inhabitants of South-West 
Africa, the government of the 
Republic of South Africa 
cannot allow a group of 
trained terrorists to create a 
Viet Cong-like reign of 
violence.” 


Small Groups 


The terorist campaign in 
South-West Africa started in 
earnest last year when small 
groups of Africans, trained at 
camps in certain independent 
African states (and, it is 
alleged, also in Communist 
countries) crossed over the 
northern border from Zambia, 
and also  possilly from 
Angola. 

On crossing into South-West 
African territory, they entered 
the African reserve of Ovam- 
boland, where 240,000 of the 
450,000 non-whites in South- 
West Africa live. This is the 
biggest non-white reserve’ in 
the territory and it is being 
developed as a ‘‘shop-window’”’ 
for the South African govern- 
ment’s policy of apartheid, or 
“separate development.” 

After a number of terrorists 
had been captured, the South 
African government intro- 
duced the Terrorism Act, 
applying its provisions to 
South-West Africa as well. 
This Act has been vigorously 
attacked at UN for its severe, 
retrospective provisions, In- 
cluded in the definition of 
terrorism, for example, is any 
action which might “embar- 
rass” the administration of 
the affairs of state. 


Dr. Muller has defended the 
Terrorism Act, and explaining 
the retroactive provisions said 
some terrorists had left South- 
West Africa from 1962 
onwards to receive training. 
Only recently had some of 
them started to return,

“Their involvement has 
been uninterrupted. If terror- 
ists began an offensive in 1967 
which only came into full 
effect in 1967, why should the 
counter-offensive not also be 
valid from the first date?’

Meanwhile, word from Ottawa 
was that 2,317 of the 2,475 voting 
delegates who will attend the 
convention have been named, 
along with 744 of the 792 alter- 
nates.

Mothers Dig 
At Pre-School Co-Ops

The large room is alight 
with color. 

Wooden tables and Seackin 
are painted bright blue, red 
and yellow.

One 
wall is covered with a huge 
mural—a child's conception of 
life under the sea.

The Gordon Head Co-Opera- 
tive Play Group housed in the 
Thomas More Centre is a 
sussessful example of an 
unusual concept in pre-school 
care, 

Part of the- Vancouver ’ Is- 
land, Co-Operative Pre-School 
Association, a brangh of the 
mother group started in Van- 
couver in 1945, it exemplifies 
the “idea of a working fela- 
tionship between mother, child 
and ‘teacher, 

As it’s name indicates, it is 
set up and. controlled by 
parents in the -area. At 
Gordon Head, .the mothers 
rented the church, bought the 
toys, painted the bénches, 
purchased the ‘piano and 
established and pay for the 
teacher’s salary.

room situation. 

It may also influence her 
handling of the child at home. 
By her observation of young- 
sters of the same age, she 
learns to accept children as 
they are, without . imposing 
adult standards on their work. 


AT NEW SPEED 


“The children are en 
couraged to-_move—at—their 
own speed,” ‘says Gordon 
Head, teacher Mrs. Dianne 
Cowden. “They are. not. forced 
into learning such . things as 
reading—if lots of communi- 
cation is allowed, they’re well 
on their way.” 

There is a fixed but flexible

Despite the respect they all command, none found soccer 
profitable in the first year of big-time operation in North Amer- 
ica, They started with two leagues, squabbled some, and now 


_ have become one—the North American Soccer League. 


Their high-class introductions last season included 
television coverage, but that still won’t guarantee a profit this 
season... or the next... . ‘ 

“Soccer,” says Fleharty, “‘won’t be profitable for at least 


three more years, Some teams will make it pay a little sooner, 


some later...” 

Why have America’s big sports bankrolls suddenly peeled 
off to soccer? 

The answer lies in the fact that soccer is the one sport that 
may lead to a world-wide league. 

The men moving into soccer in North America already 
control pro baseball, hockey, football and basketball teams. 
Baseball is an American game, with only Japan and a few 
Latin-American nations displaying an outside popularity. 
Football has never been played anywhere but in the U.S. and 
Canada. Less than a dozen nations can list hockey as a favorite 
sport, and ditto basketball.

Soccer has universal appeal. As Fleharty pointed out, 
“there are 130 nations registered ‘with the FIFA (the 
International Football (soccer) Association) . . . and that’s 
eight more than in the United Nations. 

“Soccer is the only sport that will have a world league,” he 
added. 

‘Within the next 10 years, we'll have jets that can take you 
from Vancouver to Paris or Rome in about three hours. 

“You're going to see a league where Vancouver will plays 
in Paris on a Saturday afternoon ... Munich in Toronto while 
Arsenal may be in San Francisco,” Fleharty envisions. 

Thanks to satellites such as Telestar, the new soccer 
enthusiasts see a vast television market.

Castro Threatens Seizure 


Of Hijacked Airliners 


HAVANA—¢Reuters) — Pre- 
mier Fidel Castro Wednesday 
night virtually accused Russia 
or putting economic pressure on 
Cuba and threatened to seize 
American planes forced here by 
hijackers in future. 

He also admitted in a tele- 
vised address that there is ‘“‘dis- 
content: and anxiety” in the 
country over food rationing. 

Castro did not mention the So- 
viet Union by name but left a 
clear impression that he feels 
the Russians are not doing more 
to help Cuba overcome eco-| 
nomic difficulties because of id- 
eological . differences between 
the two countries. 

Castro spoke on the steps of 
Havana University at a mass 
rally commemorating the llth 
anniversary of an abortive at- 
tack by students on former die- 
tator Fulgencio Batista’s pal- 
ace. 

Castro said Cuba had no rea- 
son to return American planes 
such as a National Airlines DC-8 
with 50 persons aboard which 
was hijacked by three Cubans 
Tuesday on a flight from 
Tampa to Miami and forced to 
land at Havana. 

“We took payment for fuel 
and airport dues and let the 
plane go,” he said. But he 
threatened to impound further 
American planes in retaliation 
for Cuban ships and planes held 
in the United States. 

It was the second U.S. airliner 
to be hijacked and flown to 
Cuba within. the last three 
weeks and the seventh hijacking 
since August.

Even should Mr. Tru- 
deau fail in his bid for 
the prime minister’s hot- 
Seat, his book deserves 
careful reading. 

It. may not answer. the — 
plaintive English Canadian 
query,. “What does Quebec 

ee want?” but it 
makes plain 
with admira- 


what political 
thinker Tr u- 
deau believes 
‘his native 
' province 
should have. 

This is not 
special status 
or the two- 
nation concept, both of which 
he regards with emphatic 
disfavor, but a reformed 
constitution and the altered 
English Canadian attitude that 
such a move implies. 

This, he tells us, is essen- 
tial. Otherwise, “Canada will 
continue to be swept periodic- 
ally by the storms of ethnic 
and will gradually 
become a spiritually sterile 
land, from which both peace 
and greatness have been 
banished.” 

Much of the book consists of 
speeches and essays which 
have already seen print in 
French-language publications, 
The foreword and the first 
chapter—‘Quebec and the 
Constitutionat- Problem”’—are 
new, and-in them, this ardent 
federalist gives us not only his 
views, but some. useful infor- 
mation about himself. 


* 
An erroneous notion has got 
abroad that because Mr. 


Trudeau doesn't mince words 
when he takes Quebecers to 
task, he has turned away 
from his home province. 
Nothing could be more 
remote from the fact. If he 
hadn’t been born a. French- 
Canadian, he assures us, he 
would have become one by 


adoption. 


More than once in his 
pages, \this convert to the 
Liberal ranks reminds us that 
he is and will continue to be his 
own man. He refers to his 
“sign of contradiction.” 

“J have never been able to 
accept any discipline except 
that which I have imposed 
upon myself—and there was & 
time when I used to impose it 
often, For, in the art of living, 
as in that of loving, or of 
governing—it is all the 
same—I. found it unacceptable 
‘that others should claim to 
know better than I what was 
good for me. Consequently, I 
found tyrariny completely in- 
tolerable.” 

Were Pierre Trudeau con- 
testing a general election, 
such utterances would win 
him the young vote, but how 


‘ the grey heads and white of a 


nominating convention | will 
take to a candidate of such 
prickly independence remains 
to be seen. 

His passion for justice and 
balance is ‘obvious all through 
his book, and he cuts with 
devastating effect through 
muddled thinking, whether its 
source be French or English- 
speaking Canada.

In the matter of language, 
he is for absolute equality at 
federal level, but would not 
hold a clerk situated where he 
dealt with no language but his 
own, to this strict.provision. 

At provincial level, ‘“‘In

Dr. Edwin H. Colbert said 
the fragment is the fossilized 
rear section of the jawbone of 
an amphibian some four feet 
long, not unlike a_ giant 
salamander. The vertebrate 
known as a_ labyrinthodont 
lived near the South Pole 
about 200 million years ago— 
about 250 million years after 
the first primitice vertebrates 
emerged in the earth’s seas. 

The fossil was found by a 
geology team of the Institute 
of Polar Studies, Ohio Uni- 
versity, which worked in 
mountainous country about 
325 miles from the South Pole 
early last year. It was 
imbedded in the solidified 
sediment of a stream bed 
along with ferns and other 
plants of the Triassic period. 

“It is one of the most 
important fossil finds of the 
century,” said - Colbert. ‘‘It 
has very far-reaching implica- 
tions.” 

The scientist said it has 


warm climate because of beds 


of coal containing fossil leaves 
and tree trunks but there had 
been no evidence that the 
isolated continent supported 
large land animals. 

Since these animals could 
not cross the seas, the 
discovery may indicate that 
the Antarctic was once con- 
nected to other continental 
land masses where fossils of 
similar vertebrates have been 
found. 

Colbert said he expected the 
fossil, which he identified, to 
make supporters of the theory 
that all the continents were 
once joined and have since 
drifted apart ‘“‘very happy.” 
He said the fragment. will 
probably be put on display at 
the museum in the near 
future.

How does a pilot navigate 
at night? 


A plane pilot is too far up to 
read road signs, day or. night. 
Out on the ocean, one wave 
looks just like the others, and 
none of them are marked with 
signs. But the pilots of planes 


and ships have other ways to} | 


navigate. Some of these tricks 
are very old and others were 
invented in the space age. 

Directions on the ground are 
plotted from .the earth’s North 
Pole. Facing north, of course, 
the east is on your right side, 
and west on’ your left, and the 
south direction is behind you. 
Road maps are charted on these 
basic directions, and you might 
think that pilots would ‘get lost 
without them. Not at all., Our 
ground directions were not dis- 
covered and» plotted on the 
ground, We. do not-have to march 
to the North Pole to check the 
north direction—all we need do 
is look up and find the North 
Star’ in the sky. This star, of 
course; is always there to-point 
out the north direction to pilots 
and lonely travellers far from 
home. 

This gives you a clue. At night 
a pilot can guide his ship or 
plane from the North Star in the 
sky. He carries a compass and 
a special clock, a gadget to 
check -his-mileage and lots of 
charts. With these helpers, he 
can also use many other stars 
as markers to guide him on his 
way. This- direction-finding by 
the heavens is called celestial 
navigation. A pilot must learn 
the tricks to make it work. But 
the trouble is worth it. Celestial 
navigation tells him more than 
where he is and where to go. It 
can also tell him the exact time 
of the day or night. 


Checks the Sun 


A modern pilot has other 
gadgets to guide him when the 
sun and stars are hidden by 
clouds. Large airports beam out 
powerful radio signals. Some 
lighthouses ‘and light ships also 
send out radio beams. These 
signals’ travel in perfectly. 
straight lines, and day or night, 
a pilot can follow them and let 
them guide him straight home. 
He also has a gadget to show 
him how fast he is travelling, 
and another to show how high he 
is above the ground, Radio 
beams and: these gadgets are 
guides to navigation day or 
night, through cloudy skies or 
sunny skies. 

A pilot keeps very accurate 
records of how fast he has been 
travelling and in what direction, 
and he can use this information 
to determine his exact location 
at any moment. This system is
